A ISkelcli of Uoyal History, u illi 
Some |lulei'Ci>(ia(> Kovulatiuiis. 

I (E.\change.) ' 

Not long ago I visitetl tho f)aluce on 
the bank of the Leiiic which has boon 
the scono of many interesting events in 
the history of Hanover. it was built 
in the seventeenth century and some- 
what altered in lt<17. Jt lus lately 
been titled up anew, and is now occu- 
pied by Prince Albrecht of Prussia. It 
is bera that the Emperor resiii<;.a when 
he visits Hanpver. At the end of a 
long suite of lino a()artnient3 is thi^ bed- 
chamber, but without a bed; that lie 
always brings with him. Tho window.s 
at the back of tiie palace overlook tlii; 
tiiio Waterloo Platz, which is a spaci- 
ous parade ground, and at the extreme 
eml uf which the Walerhio Coluinii 
ri.ses to the height of 151 feet. This 
wa.s erected by.tlie Fatherlaiul lo SUO 
llaiioveriaiis who fell at the Battle of 
Waterloo, and at the right is a statue 
of (,'ounl -\llen, who led tliein there. 
Of all the state apartiii(!iits in tlm 
palace, the lliUorsall jileises me be.st. 
In this room the panpii't lloor is especi- 
ally line, the arms of tireat ib itain be 
ing interwoven with those of the House 
of Haneover in a very ur'istic manner 
in the lino mostiic which forms the bor- 
der. It was just outside of this ronin, 
111 till! corriilor, that Ivoiiigsmark was 
killed (and not at 1 1 erreiiliailseii, as 
soino suppose). The sad story of Sophia 
Dorothea, called the Prince.s.sof Aliiden, 
.has been many times told, hut I think 
it will bear repoatitig. She was tin- 
daughter of Duke Oeorge Wilholm of 
Celle and I'lanore d'.Vbreuse, and was 
remarkably beautiful, wiity and very 
accompliaheil. Attbi-agt^ ofsixti-en 
she was inarrit-il al In-r father's court at 
Celle to her cousin, Ueorge Louis, .son 
of Krnesl August, the Elector of Han- 
over. This marriage was one of con- 
venit-nci', and intemled to serve politi- 
cal ends. Cleorgi! brought his child-wife 
to the Court of llaiiovt-r, wlu-re slii- 
(Mitered upon a life of gayety, in all lln- 
freslinesH of youth and with a light, uti 
suspicious heart. Although Sophia Dor- 
oth(!a was doubtless worthy of the love 
of her liilsband, slio found in him only 
coldness, anil, indeed, it was said of 
him that he turned every thing lu- look- 
ed upon to ice. It seems, however, that 
he was not averse to ptTinittiug hi.s 
frosty heart to be melted in the smiles 
of the wife of General Von Weyde and 
Fraulien von Scliulenberg, and the 
Electress Sophie, instead of receiving 
h(-r daugliter M-itli open arnjH, repulsed 
li(-r proudly. .Supiiia Dorothea could 
not liriii comfort for her husband's nog 
lect and unfaithfulness, as did her 
raother-iii-Itt w, in long conversations 
with Liiihultz upon science, literature 
and art, and her days were pas.sed in 
bitterness and tears.

Capt. i'uwers adilod 
that befor(( iictiiit; in concert with Mc 
Dougall ho took thu preciiu'-ion to tulu- 
fjrapli to the contnn;tiird hut r-'Cuived no 
reply. Thia, so far 113 it goes, is in fav r 
of Capt. I'owora, and xvould appear to 
thrQ|v,thB frreafer rosponaibility iipon Mc- 
Dougall. To aacertiiin the true position 
in which the li-jht of enquiry would phice 
tho hitter, a to!egr;iin was sent from thia 
city to tho coiitraotdra at Olioinaiuua ask- 
ing if RIcDougali had any right t-j ropre 
Bent himaolf as tlieii- agent. To this was 
renoivod the foUowing roiiiy:

It"wi»s' also' elicited that McDoiitfall had 
obtained tho tenipdrary use of i\lr. Wal- 
ter Walker'a coal (illico on Vativs nli-ee(, 
and that while tluTO ho oiigaged nine men 
to work upon the hue, taking from seven 
of them thu sum of one dollar each. 
Now, whether tho niou thus engaged 
by McDougall found work or nut upuu thu 
line on arrival, does not alleet the 
queatioi) as it now atands. Thu point at 
iaauu ia: Was McDougall an authorized 
agent to supply labor? Ho liinisolf says 
he received verbal authority. The tele- 
gram says: "Be has no authority. " Tho 
words are comprehensive and deny that 
either written or verbal power was given. 
Taken with the aaaortion that ho was thu 
contractora' agent, tlio action of Mc- 
Dougall in charging a foe to tho men hiis 
something peculiar about it. If the con- 
tractor's agent, what right had ho to charge 
men for services for which ho was paid I 
and if he was not tho agent what right 
had ho to take the men 'a money! We 
have given these facts just as we have 
found them, and may add that Air. Mc- 
Dougall'a explanation that lie Wii.s verbally 
appointed by the firm fails to runiovci the 
unpleasant impression which obtained in 
our mind upon recsi|)t of tlso tolegraui. 
If McDougall can clear himself df what 
such action would imply, wull and good 
for him; but if he cannot do so, thou he 
duaervea every e.^posure; for tho lot of 
tho unemployed laborer i.s not such a 
roseate one that imposition upon him 
should be passed bjr in silence. 

The Seattle Morhiifg Call of Thursday 
last contanis tlie fi)llowiiig : "Several 
days ago a youiit; niaii [jut. in nu appear- 
ance in the city, and regi.'^tered as Wni. H. 
McDougall, Jr. The folluwioL' day notices 
were posted up over town that several hun- 
dred men were wanted on thu Victoria and 
Island railwny,and offering wages from 
$1.75 and upwards. A Call reporter meet- 
ing Mr. Wni.H. McUoiigall, jr. ,u.sked why 
ho came over here In get men «hu:i thu 
repiiris fruni \'iet"ria shewed thai there 
were .oOO to 1(;(10 in Victoria and other 
towns, out of eiiiiilnyment. The reply was 
that the laboring clans on thia coast were as 
a rule, a worthless set of vagabuiids who 
were noi pn the wurk anyhi'w, would not 
work for more than a few days, until they 
would got on a spree cr strike for hightr 
wages. That the men were h-'zyaiid iidt of 
much uae on general principles, ile fur- 
ther atated that 11 coiilraetors lured 
Chinamen, no onj would be to blame but 
white laborers themselves; that the con- 
tractors. Bell, Larkin iV CJo., for whom ho 
was endeavoring to get iiicii, did not want 
to, nor had lliey ;is yet, lured any China- 
men, except upon one f-niall contract. Ho 
then observed that he wnuld test the men | 
hero, and if they wanted wi.rk he .vould | 
hire all of whom he could get hold." 

If thia, ulsi), be true, the moveineiila of 
Mr. Wm. McDougall, jr., will becione of | 
interest to tlie police here; ;ind should 1 
this happen, lii.i careiM- will bo elie(|uei ed. 
His n)isrepresentations of the wi>rkiiig- 
men in Victoria and thereabouts will also 
possibly cause them to "spot" him tu his 
personal dibCemtiiuru.

The first if a aiinjile alternative, 
and under it, undoubtedly no subject of 
tho Queen could bo embraced; but the 
other would give riso to ethnological pro- 
blems which neither revising barristers 
nor county judges could be subjected to 
solve.

Precisely ho'.r tho trouble between the 
British man-of-war, the Garnet, and thu 
Russian lorvetto, tho Strelok, beifan yes 
terday aflernoon in the IVfortli river will 
probably not be known niitil it haa been 
invealinaieil by |.arliaiiient. 1 1 la said 
that as an b^ii^liah sailor stoed loukini; 
ovor thu aide ot tiia ship without any 
provocation he celled to a lliiasiaii sailor: 
^ "Old Koinapoiavitcholl how do you 
manage to keep your old seawavitchski 
afloat I" 

The Hussian sailor lluahed with anger, 
and replied by eaUiiiL; the Pifili.ili tar 
"Smith." and liy a-(kin_' when the lirilish 
governiiuuit had put iIim aik int-iciin- 
misaion. The iMii^lisli .-ailnr became very 
indignant and began to iiurl epithets at 
tho Russian sailors, calling them Grilla 
[lotkin, Kijmurotraki, Gobbleotravitohski 
and othur names. As new MiiLjIiHji sailors 
came up to the rail of tlieirship the Rus- 
sians called out : "tlullo. Brown. Good 
morning, Jones. How do do, Thomp- 
son I" A Russian sailor shouted at thu 
top of his Voice, "Smith !" wheroupon 
nine out of twelve uf ller Majesty's 
sailors at thu nil shook their lialaat him. 
The Kngliah said but one word in rejily : 
" Knn.atuni'kivitcli-.ki 1" 

An Eiigliah niariiii) now joined in the 
i]uarrel and aaid that the Kuaaians didn't 
light candles aboard thoir ship because 
they wore afraid of burning up thoir ra- 
tions, and added that tho reason tho Stre- 
lok skijiped out of Norfolk without any 
li^;htn was that the Rtarboord watch drank 
up the coal-oil. This waa diinied by the 
Ruaaiana, who claimed that at ei;.;lit bells 
on the evening tin y sailed double rations 
of floal oil had been dealt out to every 
man on board, including uvun the a|)|iren- 
tiues and the powder mimkcys. Tho Eng- 
lish then said that if the Russians called 
them Smith anymore they would lire, 
though they were in neutral watera. 

At 7 o'clock tho Eiiulish crew were 
piped below to kee[) them frnin deserting, 
and the Rusniana were called together on 
the forucaetlu and each waa presented with 
a box uf hair-oil sunt to the ship by a 
Russian gentleman of this city. At 9 
o'clock both crews were at, real in their 
hammocUa, and the yuariLs in each aliip 
were fast a.slcep on the starboard and lar- 
board watch, while the snores of thnae on 
the rlog watch were distinctly audible on 
the Unilud States ship Aliiinosota, 

It was a quarter to ten by the anchor 
watch when one of the iliissian sentinels, 
who w.-i.q being eaten up by a nioaipnto, 
awoku, boat tho moaipiito i.ll' w itli hia gun, 
and looked around hiin. To hia siirprisu 
he saw the Garnet moving arouml hiashi|), 
now forging uhuad here and now retiring 
there, as if inaniuuvering for positimi. 
lie believetl that shu inloinb'd to attack 
the Strelok, but he w.is so I'.xiited rh.it he 
wall unable to tire otF hia ijiiii and lie i iiah- 
ud bulow and uavp the ;ilarin. Lbiims 
were beaten, sailors and mariiica acrain- 
bled pell-mell upon thu duck and all was 
excitement and wild confusion. As soon 
as tho crew got on deck tliey maile a mad 
ruah for thu masts and clmroed ijj. aa high 
as they could go and chim; to the yards 
and toproyala. 

The Garnet had drii^''-;ed her aiiebor iiinl 
waa drifting wildly about. The erew heard 
the drums on board I he liusaiiiu e. .i \ I'lte, 
imiiHined that they wre going to be attack- 
ed and rushed into tho bottom of the hold 
and bid in the coal and under the ammuni- 
tion. Several in their extremity concealed 
themselves in tho powder magazine. Two 
or three, braver than 'the rest, with rave 
presence of mind, wont np tho atairway 
and battened down the hatches so that the 
RuHsiniis could not got in. 

Tho Russians in the tojunasts declared 
that they would all die together, ond the 
English who wore all in the hold, said the 
Biiniii thing. 

.\fter all had been iniexi.i rtiMlly .piii't on 
both ships for an hour one of the Russians 
crept halfway down thoiuaataud called out: 
"I am Zimskinokivitcski." 

An Buglislunan, braver than the rest, pui 
bin bead out of the bold and said: "I am 
Smith,'.' 

Each asked the other what the matter 
was, and mutual ex] ilunations were made. 
The Rus.si.ius came out of tin,, rthrouds and 
tho English came out of the hold. The 
Garnet was made fast. Capt. Hand will 
dine with ('apt. SkrydlolV |o-,l.iy und ('ajit. 
Skrydlofl' will i lei.kfast with C;apt. Hand 
to-morrow.

Ai\ AMATEUR "CABBY." 



In "my saliul diiys" 1 was iiRtriking ex- 
ample 01 that cliiss of youu!; men who 
are unfortuuutely weighted with iiii c.xtrii 
crop of wild outs to (lispnsc of crc iliey 
are transformed into convciilioiiiil. stoady- 
goln^;, tax-piiyiiii; iiiciubur.s of the cum 
muulty. 3ly pcrs nnl allowaiico boin;^ 
cousiderable, I win iiblu to indulge in all 
tho follies of u uiaii about town. i''or 
tuuately orunfortnuately. I soon probid 
to tlio bottom of ihinuri, luul speedily 
tasted the ashes in the cup of pleasure, so 
that one follv after another was discarded 
and relegated to the limbo of Iho past, 
until, lilio lIelio,i,'abaUis. I sij;hed fur a 
new delijjht, and wouKl have paid liberally 
for a. freshuseiiiiatiuii. The turf and its 
wretched gambling assiaiatsons palled 
upon mo; Iwas weary of tho theatre, 
botK!ljefdre^an^:ljleUind tlie curtain. The 
8en8oles3l;lial£er'"of'riiy younLj associates 
in tho club smoking-room roused a feel- 
ing of boredom almost , iutolerablo. At 
this period, tho great cab tiuestion wius tho 
topic of the hour. The character and re- 
muneration of the London cabman were 
discussed at every dinner-tablo in the 
metropolis... .There were two parties iu 
this discussion, which advocated views to- 
tally opppsed to each other. On tl; M)uo 
band, tho earnings of Cubby woru de- 
scribed as wealth; on tho other, as pov- 
erty. He was' portrayed as drunken, e.\- 
travagant, uncivil, and, iu fact, as oulv tit 
to be the associate of tlie most vilo., Tho 
reverse aide of the niidal was that ^f a 
man aobor, frugal, civil, and so courteous 
in his Intercourse with his fares, that the 
late Lord Chcsteriield might have taken 
lessons of him iu politeness. 

A sudden determination possessed mc. 
I would' bis a cabman for tlio nonce At 
all events, for twelve hours I would don 
the badge and learn for myself tho truth 
of tho matter. I frequently euiploye(i t}{0, 
same cabman on the rank iu Piccadill);^ 
lie drove a thorousbbred mare, and liis 
hansom was a model of neatness and ele- 
gance. So 1 took an early opi)ortiinity of 
interviewing the man, whose name was 
Smith; althougli ia those days " inlerview " 
was not classei.1 as an active verb. 1 told 
him I wished to hire his cab for the night. 
At first, Mr. ^milll was hazy as to my 
meaning. 1 askuil him liow miuh ho 
paid for the hire of his vehicle, lie re- 
plied, "ireventcen shillings per niLrlit. " 

" Very Well, " I said; "1 will give you 
that sum for the use of yoxiv cab for 
twelve hours, and lumd you over, besides, 
the amoiinl in fares I may chance to re- 
ceive during that period. 

I could see thai my friend cnti.Ttained 
doubts for a moment as to my sanity; but 
I speedily e.vplained matters to liiin. Mr. 
Smith shook his head, ami said that he 
might lose his license.if the laci became! 
known to the police that be bad lent his 
br.dgb,"'!ind so on, and Unit, an intimate 
Iknowledge of London streets waa iudis- 
ipensablc, . 

I pooh-poohed both these objections, es- 
pecially,, the last, asserting. that I wascapa 
Die of making a map of wt>8torn London, 
if circuidstanccs required it. Eventdally, 
Mti Bmith agreed to my, proposal, giving 
me'several hints as to my conduct: I re- 
member oij'e of these being, that I must 
on no account apply for hire, a.s it is 
termed, while driving through the streets, 
but wait till I was bailed. 

The eventful Lour arrived in due 
course, and at 'J o'clock I mot .Mr. Smith 
by appointment in a quiet street in the 
parlsh'of St. James. It was October; and 
the night being chilly, I wore an over- 
coat somewhat the worse for wear, and a 
wide-awake, which I could slouch over 
my eyes, if occasion rerjuircd; for my 
chief fear was, that I might, by an un- 
lucky chance, be recognized by sonie of 
my numerous acquaintances. 1 mounted 
the box, and nodiling gavlyto .Mr. Smith, 
left that individual trausfi.\ed with womier 
that a gentleman of means and position 
shoidd voluntarily luidergn the puins and 
penalties of a cabnnm's life, even for so 
brief a period as twelve hour^ 

I have stated that the niaro was a thor- 
oughbred, and in doing so I am only re- 
cording a -literal fact. In the famous 
dkys ,yrhin" Andrew Ducrow reigned su- 
'predib''at Astley'a theatre, there was a very 
^popular drama which depicted the life of 
a racelioTOO through all its vicissitudes, 
till it found itself in tho shafts of a sand 
cart. There is an undoubted instance of 
a horse (Black Tommy, 1857) which only 
'lost the Derby by a short head, figuring 
'«ub3e(|uently iu the shafts of a cab in 
Camden Town. 

For a time I imagined that 1 was the 
center of observation, especial 1 3' by the 
.cabmen on tho ranks. Suddenly I wxs 
hidled by a short, thick sol man with a 
very red face, who in an imperious lone 
shouted "Ormc square" and plunged into 
tho recesses 01 iny cab. I was 
floored completely! Jly boasted 
.knowledge of the topography of 
.the metropolis was at a faulL I had 
never heard of Orm'e siiuare. I ven- 
tured to ask my fare if ho could direct me 
to the place, ills surprise and indigna- 
'tion were so excessive that I feared fir a 
moment ho would succumb to a lit of apo 
plexy. liut he relieved himself by a burst 
•of strong language such as 1 luul rarely 
, listened to in my life before. My lirst 
impulse was an angry reply, but 1 fortun 
ately nipped that impulse in the bad 
,The line of Jerrold the dramatist occur- 
red to me: "A rich man feels through 
his glove, and thinks all things are soft " 
'Tor the first time I realized what a cab- 
inan has occasionally to submit to, and 
■and what a .lanus-hcaded thing 
'society was in its intercourse 
with the rich ami flu; jKinr. Hut 
it is a renuirkable' fa t that although ( )rnio 
square is situated in the Ha^ swaier road, 
immediately opposite i<ensiaLxioo gardens, 
not one Londoner in ten l aii deiine it- lo- 
cality. It is a small, iinpreleuding sqinire 
with three side'; oidy, the fourtli .side be- 
ing the great thi)rou:;hfare I have men- 
tioned. 1 o.xeiiseil my ignorance by say- 
ing that I was uev.- in the neiglilxirhood 
As I drove alc.ig. I placed my e.\perienee 
to the credit of the nun li aliused e.abby. 
I received my exaci faro, for wliicli I i)o- 
litcly lhaidved m\ irrilable friend, for I 
was resolved to rlo nuthing to increase the 
prejudice existing in so lUiUiy (piarters 
against my brother calnn(!n. but practice 
civility under all teniiilaiions to the con- 
trary. 

I suppose it was about 1 o'clock, and I 
waa proceeding leisurely along O.xfurd 
Street; the "stony-hearted stepmother." 
08, ipe t^uincoy styles it in 
his Immortal work, admiring the effect 
of the long vista of gas lamps In the de- 
serted street, when I heard a woman's 
volcer "^Are you going Pimlico-way ?" 1 
turned, ond beheld "two young girls, in 
gaudy finery and jiainted cliecica I 
replied that my servi(?eH were at their dis- 
posid. 1 suppose there was something in 
the words and manner of niy answer 
which created surprise in their minds, 
for they stared ciuionsly — my face 
before .juiiiping into the cab. 

In a few seconds 1 was careering along 
at tbo rate of ten ndles an hour, \\dial a 
situation for the son of the much- 
esteemed rector of Cawley-cum Mort- 
lock, My fares sang snatches of 
tho popular melodies of tho day, 
fomotimes us a solo sonietiuies, 
^ a duet "When we arrived at our 
uustinatiou, they sprung out ot the cab 
and inquired iny fare. I replied: "Two 
t'Bhlllings. " The couutcnance 01 the 
younger assumed a plaintive expression as 
she whispered: "Give the poor cabby an 
extra lanner. Loo; 1 daresay ho lias a wife 
and children at home. " 
• '' Ai' I ''did not wish to obtain money 
under false- pretenses, I modestly dis- 
claimed the honor of paternity, at the 
fiamo time pocketing my faro. As I did 
BO, two gentlemen approached, and my 
feelings may be imagined when 1 recog- 
nised in one of them Mr. Soallaud. mv 



miners cnratel 'J n^ro was a gas-iamp 
close at band, .so that my features must 
have been plainly discernible. T.'.ie girls 
had just bidden me good night. (Jbserv- 
iug the look of wonder and horror ou .Mr. 
Si alland's features, 1 holdly took the bull 
by the horns, and e.xclaiined; "Cab, air?" 

"The Very voice I" cried the cQratc. 
"What Ik niiTvelous rcsemhlancel" Then 
he whispered a few words to his compan- 
ion, who was a .stranger to me. 

" .N onseniu ! " came from his lipi " The 
thing is impossible What is your name, 
caliby'.'" , 

"liere is my lic:iiet, sir, " I jjruinplly re- 
plied "JohuSnuth, l.issoii C-irove. " 

Tho curate iiuliilgod iu another pro- 
longed .stare, and then they both entered 
the cab,' and I drove them to an address 
where 1 was as well' known its in my own 
home. I liianaged to drive rapidly away 
as soon as I had deposited the 
worthy curate and his friend, as I 
did uolnwiBh to undergo the critical osam> 
i nation of tho hall porter, who might not 
have been jiut oti: so easily. 

At this - luouient I observed a crimson 
glow in tho sky, .which was clearly caused 
by some couQagratiou, but evidently at a 
very considerable ' tllstanco. Nol'with 
staiidiiig, a man almost insisted ou my 
drivin^'him tothe scene of tho fire, no 
matter what'inight bo the distance. This 
1 declined to do, alleging that mv borso 
was tired; and, after a volley ot objurga- 
tions, the fellow de])arled. making some 
strong remarks about tho independuuco 
of calimeu and their large earinugs. l;p 
to thistini'S. I had not ejirned the amount 
of the hire of the horse and cal). Whether 
my experience on this point was special or 
uormal. 1 am unable t i judgo. but I eoidd 
easily pi< ture the despair of a ctibman 
who in similar cin umslauees would have 
but a gloomy outlook for the morrow. 
True, there were; several hours re- 
mainiag, and it was iin|)<)>sible 
to tell what they might produce. 

The a.specl of a laigbty, slumbering 
city at early dawn is a reumrkable spec- 
laelc. The line of \\'ordsworlh involun- 
tarily recurred to me: 

"And all tluit uiiKhly lie-irt is lying still." 

London at sunrise was bv no means a 
novel sight to one wlio had kepi "early 
hours" i'or s(>veral \ rars, but I do not 
Ihiidc I was ever so impressed with tho 
sight as I was when percheil on tlnit ele- 
vated seat at the back of a hansom cid). 
Tho first faint streaks of red in llie ilis- 
tanl east, succeeded by a l)ale primrose 
light, and then the gradual dispersal of 
tlie midnight glooui, was ine.xprcssibly 
lovely. Tljo scones I had witnessed had 
aroused certain trains of thought, more 
or less painful, as I beheld the varied for- 
tunes of my fellow -creatures, the struggle 
for a bare existence, the sins and follies 
created in a great measure by ''iron cir- 
cumstances. " 

AVith the history of my final fare I must 
conclude this veritable account of my (!.v- 
pcricnco as a cab driver. It wus (.viintly 
a quarter to 6, and I wascrawiing along 
llolborn, when a man of gentlematdy ap- 
pearance and address emerged rapidly 
from a side-street, and si)ringing into my 
cab, said; "Cabman — \'ictoria. If you 
can catch the (i o'elock train for .New- 
haven, 1 will pay you double fare. " 

I glanced at the church clock, and 
found I had exactly ;\ (piarler rif lui hour 
to accomplish a distance of nearly three 
miles. Fortunately, the streets were com- 
paratively empty, imd 1 sent the inaro 
along at a pace of something like twelve 
miles au hour. Although I h;ul only seen 
the face of my fare for a couple of sec- 
onds, the expros.sion and features are in- 
delibly iinpresscil on my memory. It was 
a handsome face, but the eyes wcrr. more 
like tho,=c of a hunted stag than of a 
human being. The color of the face was 
ashen gray, and 1 fancieil the ti.'ctb chat- 
tered .sDmcwhat as be addressed mo. Hut 
tho last circumstance I attributed to tin; 
cold, raw October morning. 1 fo't so curi- 
otis about my fare that I cautiously lifted 
the small wooden llap in Uie roof 
of the cab, and felt almost ploa.sed 
to bebojd him imbibing branil\- 
from a llnsk. One or two police- 
men peered at the cab as it flew past, ap- 
parently undecided whether or not to tako 
cognizanoo of the excessive speed; but I 
cared not: I felt as an.xious to catch tho 
train for Newbiiveg as if my life depended 
on it. At length I sighted \ ictnria station. 
Tho minute-hand wanted two minuies to 
0. Passing a half sovereign through the 
trap, my fare shouted: "Sever mind tho 
change! " and sprung out of the cab. 

Involuntarily, I paused .to watch tho 
end of the all'air. I .saw him leave the p.ay 
box with the ticlcet, and then in liiilf ,a 
minute I heiud the shrii'k of the engine, 
and eonirr.'ilul.ated myself 011 having ac- 
compiished my task Vsc. I coidd dri\e 
from the enlrauee of the liooking-oliice. an- 
other hansom dejiosiled Iwo men, who 
simultaneously rn-;lied to the li. loking- 
oM'ci!. The horse of the cab -was coAereii 
with lather, and seemed com- 
pletely Ijlown. The men ap- 
peared ai'ain on the paveuK.'nt wilh 
vexation and disaiipoiutmenl plainly writ- 
ten on their features. Siiddeidy tlu.'ir 
oycs lighted on the call which I drove. 
They a'dviuced, and tlii^ shorter man of 
the IWi) said: "( abinaii. wi- are ]iolice 
olticers. 1 lavp yo\i just liroii i:hl any one 
wdio was anxious to oaleh Iheil o'clock 
express? " 

1 hiid felt certain that they wcti' oflicers 
of iuslice liow i.s il that policemen out 
of uiiifoi-m and servants out of livery are 
always distinguishable'.' There is 11 hall- 
murk, so to say. which slanijis thi.ni I 
'staled all I knew, wliicb. as the reinler 
knows, was not much. Th<'n ibey left 
rae. Whether they utilt/od the telegraph 
fr)r the arrest of tho unhappy fugitive— a 
forger, as tliey told me— I never knew. 

r examined" my takintp, and found they 
amounted to 1 pound .5 shillings, making 
a prolit of M shillings. Unlit is not the 
Inek of every cabman to have a-; a fare a 
runaway forger who will pay so liberally 
as 10 shilllinL;s for three miles. 

Mr. Snulh was quite satiHlied with the 
result, and expressed bis willingness to 
lend his horse and cab again on siiiiilar 
terms. ]5nt this waa my lirst. and last 
cab-drive. 1 cannot explain it, but that 
niu'ht was a turinng point in my career. I 
married soon afterwaril; and not liven the 
wife of mv bosom is aware that her hns- 
hiuid once ofllciatcd in tho flmracler of n 
London cab-driver I
